WIRELINE COMPETITION BUREAU AUTHORIZES TRANSITIONAL MOBILE
SUPPORT FOR CERTAIN PROVIDERS PARTICIPATING IN THE BRINGING
PUERTO RICO TOGETHER FUND AND THE CONNECT USVI FUND

WC Docket Nos. 18-143, 10-90

In this Public Notice, the Wireline Competition Bureau (Bureau) authorizes high-cost mobile
support funding for certain eligible facilities-based mobile providers that elected to receive transitional
support as part of the Bringing Puerto Rico Together Fund and Connect USVI Fund.! Transitional
support payments shall begin the month after the Universal Service Administrative Company (USAC)
disburses the provider’s final Stage 2 mobile support payment.

In the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order, the Federal Communications Commission
(Commission) made available transitional support to current recipients of Stage 2 high-cost mobile
support in Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin Islands to strengthen and harden 4G LTE and 5G-NR
networks.? As the Commission explained in the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order, transitional
support could last for up to 24 months.> Transitional support recipients will receive 50% of their current
Stage 2 mobile support for the first 12 months of transitional support, and 25% of their current Stage 2
mobile support for the next 12 months of transitional support.*

On May 5, 2023, the Bureau released a Public Notice announcing May 22, 2023 as the deadline
for providers to elect to receive transitional support.> Pursuant to the direction in the PR-USVI
Transitional Support Order, a total of four® mobile providers elected to receive transitional support in
Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin Islands. Each provider committed to meeting the requirements set forth
in the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order.” At this time, the Bureau authorizes each provider to receive

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transitional support as set forth in the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order® We direct USAC to
disburse the allocated funding to the authorized ETCs identified in Attachment A of this Public Notice,
consistent with the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order.

As provided in the PR-USVI Transitional Support Order, all Eligible Telecommunications
Carriers (ETCs) receiving transitional mobile support are subject to ongoing oversight and must comply
with annual reporting and certification requirements.” We also remind transitional support recipients that
have not already submitted their Disaster Response and Recovery Plans that those Plans must be
submitted, or transitional support may be withheld.!” Transitional support recipients also must use the
support “to improve the redundancy and resiliency of facilities for 4G LTE or better technologies,
including the maintenance of backup power systems for such networks,”!! comply with the existing Stage
2 performance and reporting requirements,'? and submit network security reports.!?
